Russia, Poland Criticize 
Draft of Germ Treaty 


_ GENEVA, July 22— The So- 
viet Union and Poland today 
criticized a British draft treaty 
proposing to outlaw germ war- 
fare, saying that any interna- 
tional agreement should in- 
clude chemical weapons. 

Soviet chief delegate Alexei 
| A. Roshchin told the 19-nation 
r disarmament conference that 
k dealing only with biological 
' weapons would mean postpon- 
k ing “indefinitely” the problem 
r of prohibiting chemical weap- 
k ons, whih he said posed a 
f “more real” threat, 
k The U.S. representative, 
r James F. Leonard, also voiced 
k reservations about the British 
' draft and said no clarity had 
k been reached on whether it 
' “would be desirable to con- 
11 [elude a separate measure re- 


lating only to biological weap- 
ons.” 

Roshchin said the “question 
arises whether the prohibition 
of biological weapons alone 
will not accelerate the chemi- 
cal arms race.” 

He contended that divi ding 
the question of banning bio- 
logical and chemical weapons 
'would “lead to a weakening 
and undermining” of the 1925 
Geneva protocol for the prohi- 
bition of gas and germ war- 
| fare. 

Polish delegate Antoni Czar- 
kowski introduced a working 
! paper calling on the United 
Nations to urge all states to 
accede to the protocol, which 
the United States and many 
other U.N. members have not 
ratified. 
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
